Fatalities down 


Despite the tragic crash that killed 
three members of a local family on New 
Year’s Eve, there was a substantial 
reduction in highway fatalities during 
1979. 

In Illinois State Police’ District 11, 
commanded by Lieutenant James O. 
Stever, there were 104 rural area 
fatalities, 21 less than in 1978. 

Statewide, there were 2,019 traffic 
deaths, 118 fewer than in the previous 
year, a tabulation showed during the 
weekend. 

Lieut. Stever attributes the reduction 
to strict enforcement of traffic laws by 
the Illinois State Police. and other 
authorities, and voluntary compliance 
by most drivers. 

Madison County tallied 49 road 
fatalities in 1979, compared to 59 in 1978. 

Ih other portions of District 11, St 
Clair County recorded 68 (up from the 
59 total in 1978) ; Montgomery County 11 
(20) ; Clinton 14 (18); Macoupin 10 (12); 
Monroe six (eight); Jersey six (four); 
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Greene ‘three (three); and Bond 
County, three fatalties (nine). Grand 
total for District 11,170 (82).

Bilingual education — of a 
transitional nature to make 
them better able to deal with 
the large society will 
become more important in 
the 1980s. 

Regrettably, the number 
of women superintendents 
and principals in Illinois has 
declined faster than the 
closing of buildings or 
consolidation of school 
districts. Yet, the numbers 
of women on local boards has 
increased. No one can ex- 
plain this contradiction. 

I suggested to the dozen 
leading women school ad- 
ministrators last year that 
they organize and offer 
advice and support to those 
who wanted to assume ad- 
ministrative responsibilities. 

Recently, the Illinois 
Women.‘ Administrators 
informed me of their 
membership one year later 
—500 women either in school 
managerial roles or 
preparing themselves to help 
run the schools. 

I have counseled this new 
organization to work closely 
together with IASB, IASA 
and IASBO (statewide board 
and administrator groups). 
By the way, the rumber of 
women assistant business 
managers has increased the 
last few years — the only 


State Board of 
Education and I commend 
those local boards 
supeintendents and business 
managers who have sought 
out management talent 
among ‘women as well as 
men. 

During the 1980s, we will 
become more conscious of 
women in record numbers 
entering new careers and 
adult vocational fields 
engineering, accounting, 
automotive work — and our 
school programs, our career 
education, our counseling 
and our vocational 
enrollments will reflect 
those changes in the work 
place. 

We have lost 200,000 
students in five years, 
result of smaller family size. 
What has been done? 

Illinois school boards have 
made painful, deep cuts in 
the teaching force. We have 
8,000 fewer regular teaching 
positions in the schools and 
1,000 fewer supervisory staff 
— principals, coordinators 
and specialis' 

Boards have closed’ more 
than 200 school buildings — a 


task as difficult in some 
communities as moving a 
burial ground. 

_ However, closing .an 
elementary. school can save 
$50,000 a year in overhead 
costs; closing a large 
secondary school building 
can save as much as a half- 
million dollars a year. * 

Have we done enough? The 
loss of elementary school 
students is two-thirds over. 
We have only begun to lose, - 
senior high school students, 

Our state projections show 
that the elementary school 
decline will be almost over in 
1984-85, but that secondary 
enrollment. in many com- 
munities will drop until 1990. 

We will lose another 
200,000 pupils — another 10 
percent of the total public 
school population. 

Local school boards must 
close at least another 150 
buildings, and possibly 
more. 

Niles Township High 
School (East) will be the 
first large senior high school 
in Illinois to close, but others 
will follow throughout. the 
1980s 

Most school boards still 
have lead time on high 
schools and, where possible, 
the decision should be made 
four or five years in ad- 
vance. 

We will have as of 1985 only 
80 percent of the students we 
had in 1972 — our high point. 
Meanwhile, our fuel bills 
have soared. 

Has each district con- 
ducted or planned an energy 
audit? Have we closed or 
rehabilitated energy-inef- 
ficient facilities? Have we 
looked into solar energy or 
other long-term solutions? 

Transportation expenses 
remain a high cost-item for 
many school districts 

We are faced with two new 
demands on cur money — 


the law saying the state can |

the proposal not yet enacted 
which would require tran- 
sportation for non;public 
school students i 

Even, so, dozens of school 
districts spend twice as 
much ‘money on’ tran- 
sportation costs as districts 
of similar size and 
geography.

“One of the most at- 
tractive aspects of TIP is 
how easily it can’ be im- 
plemented. We know what 
the tax brackets are; we 
know how many people are 
within any — particular 
bracket; we know” what 
portion of the total tax 
collected within, any-bracket 
is; and we know what the 
cost of any legislation is 
supposed to be. The impact 
plan could be~done on a 
pocket calculator.’” 

There are three parts to 
TIP. The first provides the 
cost per taxpayer for the 
legislation — the gross cost. 

The second takes into 
account the estimated im- 
pact for programs. whose 
intentions include positive 
cost benefits, such as adding 
taxpayers to the system — 
the estimated net cost.

~ campus garage and 
equipment by an employee 
“to conduct a private repair, 
business during evening 
hours.” 

|The auditors said ‘the 
university legal counsel 
indicated that this is not in 
compliance with the State 
Constitution, which prohibits 
use of state property for 
private business en- 
terprises.”” 

‘The audit report noted ‘‘to, 
date, no action has been 

‘taken by the university,” 
‘while recommending the 
university “establish 
‘procedures which prohibit 
‘employees from using state 

« ‘facilities fof private business 


hai es. 


The university, in a 
“response contained in the 
report, indicated it does not 
intend to take any action on 
the recommendation. 

It said a condition of 
employment for mechanics 
is to provide on-call 
emergency vehicle repair 
and service, and to provide 
many of their own hand 
tools. 

, “In retun for this con- 
dition, the university per- 

_ Wits the mechanics to use 
the garage facility for 
private repair -work on 
vehicles belonging to 
university employees, so 
long as such work is not done 
during normal garage 
operational hours nor in- 
terferes with the repair and 
service to university 

‘ vehicles,’’ the university 
also stated. 

SIUE Vice President for 
Financial Affairs Ria 
Fritjers said the university 
‘would continue to allow the 
garage mechanic involved to 
do the private work unless 
further challenged by the

The auditors said the 
outside employment had not 
been approved by the 
president and board of 
trustees as required by 
university policy. 

Dr. Fritjers said the SIU 
Board has since received 
and! approved such a 
request. 

She also noted the director 
of data processing at the 
time of the audit has since 
gone back into teaching. 

The audit also’ criticized 
the manner in which SIUE 
sold , computer _ tapes, 
equipment. and processing 
time to outside agencies. 

It said internal auditors 
had noted the equipment 
sales were in violation of the 
state property control act, 
‘record keeping for the sales 
was ‘woefully inadequate” 
jand they were unable to 
determine the .amount of 
unrecorded income 
estimated to be in the tens of 
thousands of dollars 

In its: response; the 
university said it was up- 
dating procedures for 
regular billings to external 
users. “All accounts have 
been brought up to date and 
all but one collected,” it also 
stated. 

The audit report cited an 
estimate that the campus 
purchased computer time 
from the MICC at about 7.5 
cents a unit but in turn 
charged only 4'cents per unit 
to some outside users, a 
$13,800 loss for fiscal 1978. 

Dr. Fritjers conceded 
some money was lost under 
old contracts, but they have 
since been renegotiated and 
she said the university is now 
confident it complies with 
the audit recommendations. 

The audit also critcized 
security arrangements for 
data’ processing operations, 
“saying ‘they ranged from 
“few to nonexistent.’” 

“Doors to the tape vault, 
keypunch and computer 
rooms are not routinely 
locked after normal working 
hours,” the report added, 
also recommending that 
passwords | permitting 


- student access to computers 


be cancelled on a regular 
basis and new ones issued to 


at both campuses 


Other findings of the audit 
relating to SIUE, included: 
—A recommendation that 
the campus reduce its 
defai te on student loans. 
It cited discontinuation of 


National: Student Defense’ 


Loan Programs a SIUE

The university said it has 
assigned additional funding 
to expand collection efforts, 
including skip tracing 
through the Internal 
Revenue service. 

—Recommendation — that 
the campus establish better 
procedures for reporting 
sick leave benefits for 
academic personnel. 

The university, said it 
would establish a_ more 
psecise statement on sick 
leave’status and a running 
inventory of sick leave 
balances, 

In a section of the 70-page 
report relating to both the 
Edwardsville and Car- 
bondale campuses of SIU, 
the auditors also cited: 

—Failure of several 
employees at both campuses 
tofite required statements of 
economic interest. Of 176 
Edwardsville employees for 
which statements were 
requested, “‘90,-or 51 percent, 
had_not been filed,’ the 
report said. At Carbondale, 
27 of 151 statements 
requested were not filed. 

The university said it 
annually sent out notices to 
faculty about the filings and 
would ‘‘implement 
procedures for follow-up to 
see the files are complete.” 

—Pooling of working cash 
balances at both campuses, 
which the auditors con- 
tended “‘represent subsidies 
between entities, clearly 
prohibited by the university 
guidelines.” 

The university in its 
response disagreed and 
argued the working’ cash 
funds referred to were not 
permanent and it did not 
believe any additonal 
legislative authority was 
neeessary. 

—'‘Certain fringe benefits 
are being paid from ap- 
propriated funds contrary to 
the legislature's intent,’” the 
auditors also contended, 
citing payment of em- 
ployer’s share of retirement 
contributions for employees 
whose 
salaries were not paid from 
state appropriation. 

"The only response from the 
university was that it was 
participating in-a statewide 
study of funding fringe 
benefits of  ‘‘auxiliary -en- 
terprise employees.” 

—The university agreed to 
implement recommended 
procedures to strengthen 
safeguards of state property.

Explore changing 
career to teaching 
vocational classes 


The School of Education at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville will sponsor 
a two-day workshop Jan. 15 
and 22 for people interested 
in career changes, par- 
ticularly in the field of 
education. Vincent 
DeSanctis, 
professor of education, said 
the workshop will be 
repeated Feb. 12 and 19. 

Sessions for the workshop 
scheduled Jan. 15 and 22 will 
begin with a buffet -at.5:30 
p.m. on Jan, 15 and continue 
until 9:30 p.m. On Jan, 22, 
the sessions will run from 
6:30 until 9:30 p.m. 

The second worksho}

‘Phe past year for the Tri-Cities Area 
United Way included many positive 
aspects but also some unexpected twists 
and turns. Perhaps the new year being 
launched with Thursday’s annual meeting 
of contributors—at 11:30 a.m. at Madison 
County Federal Savings and Loan, 3600 
Nameoki Road—can restore a measure of 
equilibrium. 

The year started with the unexplained 
elimination from the normal officer 
succession of a charismatic individual 
whose attitude and accomplishments had 
earned him UW “superstar’’ status, not 
banishment. An official later said the 
individual hadn’t wanted to be considered 
for advancement, but in fact the individual 
wasn’t consulted. 

Procedures were altered without 
specific authorization to do so. The 
alteration narrowed the base of United 
Way leadership and sharply reduced the 
amount of planning and decision-making, 
that was subject to formal discussion and 
ratification votes. The scope of minutes, 
approvals and broad-based coordination. 
was sharply curtailed. : 

Contacts with agencies were altered, 
and often varied. The lack of procedural 
consistency caused confusion and seemed 
to result in less agency autonomy: and 
increased centralization, agencies said. 

Justification could be cited for some 
movement toward greater central control. 
Obvious cost and service benefits were 
attained through a range of multi-agency 
cooperative ventures. Other progressive 
steps were taken, And undoubtedly all 
involved were motivated by high ideals 
and what they saw as worthy goals. But 
the degree of misunderstanding and 
concern has led some to contend there 
been too much administrative 
manipulation and not enough open 
dealings. 4 ‘ 


Mountainous challenges — 


Press-Record Bureaus — A generation 
ago, Americans were fond of envisioning a

Aside from imparting a certain thrill of 
anticipation, this view of the future was.a 
natural product of the widespread belief

Alas, the world and the future appear to 
be less rational to this troubled generation. 
The characteristic optimism of most 
‘Americans is now blurred by doubts, their 
hopeful expectations dulled by ap- 
prehensions. 

And, for the first time since World War 
II; Americans confront the dawn of a new 
decade unconvinced that it will bring an 
imprevement in their own lives. 
| The tangible difficulties we face are 


apparent enough. The availability of | 


‘energy in sufficient quantities to sustain 
our standard of living is far from assured. 


‘A stubborn, and worsening, monetary | 
linflation poses a continuing threat to our | 
economic security and, most importantly, | 


to our self-confidence- 


Our supremacy as an industrial and | 


‘commercial power is under the severest 
“challenge from friends, neutrals, and 

adversaries alike. |

lIf somebody didn’t want there to be a 
seventh successive over-the-top cam- 
paign, one way to assure it might be to 
raise the basic goal by over 36 percent in 
one big bite. We don’t think this was the 
reason; we think the big jump was well- 
intentioned” 

But the figure wasn’t determined in the 
shme way as in previous years; there was 
an avoidance of contact with-‘tolder and 
wiser heads.” In.any case, the goal was 
raised by over 36 percent without benefit of 
stich consultation, and the series of drive 
successes ended at six. 

While negative trends have been cited in 
this commentary along with constructive 
patterns, there certainly is a sound basis 
for Quad-Cityans to “walk tall.” ‘They can 
appropriately feel great pride in what they 
have done—on their own initiative, and 
collectively—to help their fellow workers 
and residents. 

A record $666,458 was raised this. fall, 
including $210,000 from the Granite City 
Steel Labor-Management Torch Club. A 
record distribution of $683,673 is planned 
during 1980.

. by the Tri-Cities Area United Way, fully 
justifying public confidence in it during the 
1980s if it “accentuates the positive’ ob- 
jectives and momentum that began 
developing during the middle and late 70s. 

_ | ‘The United Way truly consists of ‘‘people 
helping people’’ in a selfless, coordinated, 
efficient manner, And it seems to work\ 
best when the people of the local com- 
munity are taken fully into its confidence. 

‘There was an instance a few years back 
When a partially behind-the-scenes power 
play that could have proven detrimental to 
this community was attempted; it should 
not be repeated, and Quad-Cityans .will 
lworry less about such a possibility if the 
UW’s doors are left open, widely, to the

Snowmobile use growing 


SPRINGFIELD — Rough- 
ly 60,000 showmobiles are 
roaring around the central 
and northern parts of Illi- 
nois, a number which is in- 
creasing by about 7,000 a 
year, Department of Conser- 
vation (DOC) figures show. 

Among those approxi- 
mately 60,000 are, nearly 
13,000 which will not be able 
to run legally,:no matter 
how nice the future snowfall 
may be, unless their owners 
hurry to apply for a renewal 
of their expired state regis- 
trationse | 

Hal Davis, in the license 
and permit 'section for DOC, 
said that 26,373 renewal ap- 
plications Were sent out last 


fall, representing half the 
Illinois snowmobile owners. 
Snowmobiles, like boats, are 
registered for two years, 
‘with half the total number of 
registrations coming due 
each year. 

So far, Davis said, only 
13,449 — about half the own- 
ers— have renewéd regis- 
trations which expired in 
September.

“The Reporters Committee 
“for Freedom of the Press 
fecorded 109 such requests 
between July 2 and Nov. 29. 
In .6Y instances, judges 
closed proceedings. 
*, Why all these statistics 
ating from July 2? Because 
‘on that day the U.S. Supreme 


Court handed down its 
decision in the Gannett 
Newspapers case— or more 
formally, The Gannett Co., 
Inc. vérsus DePasquale. 

In the Gannett case, two 
young people, ages 16 and 21, 
were charged with murder. 

Judge Daniel DePasquale 
closed to the public a¥id the 
press a pre-trial hearing as 
to whether the defendants’ 
alleged confession to police 
should be admitted as 
evidence in the trial 

Judge DePasquale found 
that any newspaper story on 
the hearing could result in ‘‘a 
reasonable probability of 
prejudice to these defen- 
dants’ rights to obtain an 
impartial jury.” 

Gannett appealed. The 
New York Court of Appeals 
upheld the. secrecy order, 
and- on July 2 the U.S. 
Supreme Court concurred in 
a five-four decision 


Justice Potter Stewart's 
majority opinion went 
beyond the issue at hand, the 
closing of a pre-trial hearing. 

“The Constitution nowhere 
mentions any part of access 
toa criminal trial on the part 
of the public... Our cases 
have uniformly recognized 
the public trial guarantee as 
one created for the benefit of 
the defendant.” 

Was the court saying that 
when a defendant wants a 
secret trial it is his con- 
stitutional right to have one? 

The rash of trial closing 
suggests that around the 
count judges are in- 
terpreting it that way. 

But the Supreme Court 
justices themselves seem 
confused about their 
decision. They have been 
garrulous about Gannett 
compared with their 
traditional taciturn stan- 
dards. 

Five justices have com- 
mented publicly about the 
decision. All have differed as 


to its meaning. 

The fog may be dispersed 
soon. The Supreme Court has 
agreed to take an appeal of 
the Richmond Newspapers 
in Hanover County’s ‘secret 
murder trial of John) Paul 
Stevenson. 

The newspaper’s brief 
argues: ‘This appeal 
presents the Court with a 
ripe opportunity to deter- 
mine whether its decision in 
Gannett Co., Inc v 
DePasquale may be invoked 
to sanction the wholesale 
exclusion of the publit and 
the press from criminal 
trials — to install a regime of 
secret prosecution alien’ to 
our history and our 
traditions.” 


At issue here is the 
asserted clash between two 
constitutional rights: the 
First .Amendment’s 
guarantee of press freedom 
ahd the Sixth Amendment's 
guarantee of a fair trial. 

Judges typically close a 
pre-trial. hearing on the 
grounds that newspaper, 
radio and TV reports about it 
could make it impossible to 
select an impartial jury 

Advocates of open 
hearings respond that. it’s 
vital for the public td know 
what goes on at pre-trial 
hearings because 90 percent 
of criminal cases in the U.S. 
are settled before they come 
to trial : 

The argument for closing 
trials is more difficult. A 
judge can always sequester 
a jury to prevent jurors from 
reading or hearing reports 
about the trial. 

But do the First and Sixth 
Amendments really collide? 

An Oregon Supreme Court 
Justice, Hans A. Linde, 
challenges the entire concept 
of conflicting constitutional 
rights. 

He says: ‘‘A constitutional 
right is a claim that runs 
against the government —

Understanding your 
children’s behavior

| Home Economics . 
'..- When you are upset with 
.children’s behavior, try to 
‘(see the world from their 
‘point of view. Put yourself in 
your children’s shoes when 
you need to redirect their 
behavior. 

Remember that every 
action has a cause or ex- 
‘planation. Usually, children 
will exhibit the type of 
- behavior that gets them 
what they. want. For 
‘example, if whining proves a 
‘successful technique, 
‘children learn to use it. 

Be sure your children 
know what behaviors you 
find acceptable. When 
ghildren learn that socially 
acceptable behaviors have 

Its, they learn to 


«:-Children'may misbehave if 
‘the weather keeps them 
indoors. If they are tired or 
‘hungry, their behavior is 
also.’ likely to reflect 
‘discontent. 
During times such as 
-these, it is best for parents to’ 
be patient with children and 
try to change the situation 
‘when possible. Keeping 
ichildren busy with activities 
that are interesting and fun 
so helps. 
Often; children misbehave 


when their parents’ attention 
‘is taken away: from them. 
Children need positive at- 
tention daily. They need to 
know you have sometime 
reserved just for them. 

Waiting too long for things 
they want, or not being able 
to do something themselves, 
may result in aggressive 
outbursts or demanding 
behavior. Set a helpful 
example by showing more 
apprpriate ways to express 
feelings and identify wants. 

If children become overly 
excited, they may forget how 
to behave or simply lose 
control. Prepare children for 
a special event by telling 
them: what to expect. 
Remove them from 
situations they cannot 
handle, or give them help to 
handle these situations. 

Sometimes parents may 
suspect there is only one 
cause for behavior when 
there may be several. 
Consider all factors which 
might be contributing to the 
total behavior. 

Parents should ask 
themselves, ‘‘Am I part of 
the problem or part of the 
solution? How do I react to 
the child’s behavior?” By 
changing your reactions to 
children and to, situations, 
you may also help children 
cope and behave more ap- 
propriately.

associations, 

“The new 2%-year CD 
eventually will be an ex- 
cellent savings ceértificate, 


But until 6-month money . 


market certificate rates 
drop, they won’t, attract 
mhany savers,’’ said Albert 
Lucas, president of Macomb 
Savings and Loan. ” 

“The public should look at 
it closely. The 24-year CD is 
a better vehicle for savings 
and more realistic,” said 
Norbert Babicz, president of 
Norwood Federal Savings 
ang Loan, Chicago.
